Dr. George R. Stuart, pastor of the 
First Methodist church of Birming­ 
ham, and formerly a widely known 
evangelist, in addressing 
ministers 
and editors at Birmingham who had 
met for the purpose of forming 
a 
Southern Methodist Press association, 
.ook occasion to pay a strong tribute 
to the power of the press. The state­ 
ment was part of an appeal for the 
establishment of a 
great 
interna- 
:ional religious daily, that would sup­ 
plement the work of the pulpit. 
Summing up the situation in his 
awn inimitable way, Dr. Stuart point­ 
ed out by some effective wora-paint- 
ng that the pulpit is at a* decided 
iisadvantage, in the present day of 
much reading, with the press. 
His 
words in part were: 
While the words of our preach­ 
ers reach only a few hundreds, 
our editors speak to the multi­ 
plied thousands in every 
issue. 
The message of the preacher falls 
on the air and goes with the mo­ 
ment. The message of the editor 
lies on the table and desk of home 
and office the year around. 
The preacher prepares essays 
to deliver, remembers and for­ 
gets, leaves out and puts in, en­ 
larges and abridges, run out and 
runs over, shoots effectively and 
flashes in the pan, succeeds and 
fails, by moods and circumstances. 
The editor with pencil and eraser, 
time and quiet, writes and re­ 
writes, reads and rereads 
and 
sends forth begten oil. 
The preacher fixes the hoar, 
the place and the specific topic 
and compels the auditors. The edi­ 
tor steals into his home and of­ 
fice and awaits the meditative, 
receptive hour. Awaits his chance

SEATTLE, Dec. 20.—Twenty thou­ 
sand members of the Industrial Work­ 
ers of the World are employed in the 
lumber mills and logging camps of 
the Pacific Northwest, according* to 
figures compiled by P. L. Abbey, sec- 
retary-m anager of the Loyal Legion 
of Loggers and Lumbermen. 
The reason for the inroads made in 
this section of the country by the 1; 
W. W. is not that W ashington, Óro- 
gon, Idaho and Montana citizens are 
easier to bluff, but because in this 
part of the United States the I. W. W. 
find themselves at frbme in the great 
timber lands. 
This is the opinion of 
the officials of the American Legion 
posts in Chehalis and Central»», Wash. 
In the logging camps the I. W. W. 
finds employment ever ready. 
There 
is no heckling over arrangem ents for 
jobs. 
He simply comes in, works, 
draws his pay, and departs to spend 


At present the I. W. W. agitation 
has struck a less strenuous pace, but 
the citizens of the Northwest, through 
the American Legion, do not feel that 
the agitation has by any means per­ 
manently subsided. 
They look upon 
the Industrial Workers of the World 
as incorrigible, so palpably ignorant 
that he fears no law, and so unappre­ 
ciative of the better things in life 
that he is death-defyitog. 
W ar has been declared on the I. 
W. W. in the Northwest. 
In the ma­ 
jority of towns, such as Walla Walla, 
Prosser, Pasco and North 
Yakima, 
Wash., a delegation of citizens meets 
a congregation of I. W. W. wheto they 
come into the town by train and sees 
to it that they do not linger there 
long. ^ 
The m ajority 
of “ufobblie3” are 
employed in the lumber campe in the 
State of W ashington and the 
bal­ 
ance are scattered 
through 
Oregon 
and Idaho, with a small filtering of 
their kin in Montana. 
The Americanization of the lumber 
industry is the self-imposeJ task of 
the Loyal Legion 
of 
Loggers and 
Lumbermen. 
At a great gathering 
m Portland recently the organization 
adopted resolutions calling for im­ 
mediate and continuous action looking 
to eradication of the “red” element 
from the three Northwestern States, 
wh ch are within its jurisdiction. 
Employers of labor generally and 
lumber operators in particularly are 
called upon by the Loyal Legion to 
refuse to employ members of the I. 
W. W. organization. 
Many ef the 
logging camps in W ashington are de­ 
clared by Secretary Abbey to be 100 
•per cent I. W. W., ánd pressure is be­ 
ing brought to bear on the operators 
of these camps to assist In stamping 
out the organization. 
There are two groups 
of “wob- 
blies”—the extreme radicáis, among 
the latter being thoSe known as the 
“ Chicago L W. W.? and 
those . o< 
more moderate views, allying them­ 
selves with the “D etroit” group. The 
“Chicago” wobblies are said to preach 
the doctrine of direct action, and from 
their number are recruited the trou­ 
ble makers who have caused the de­ 
struction of life and 
property 
in 
many of the industrial centres of the 
Northwest 
during 
the 
past 
few 
months. : 
I 
Perhaps one of 'the moat effective 
weapons the I. W. w . make use of in 
the mills and lumber camps is the 
“strike on the job.” 
In brief, this 
practise is to stay on the payrolls of 
a company as long as possible with­ 
out performing any work. • Men, in 
this case, go to their appointed sta 
tions in the mills and camps and put 
in a full eight-hour day with “loaf­ 
ing,” or, at least, doing as Kttle work 
as possible. 
s 
They are usually sullen in demean 
or and are v«*ry sensitive, taking af 
front at fancied grievances 
The ma 
jority of I. W. W. men are unmar 
ried, especially among the extreme 
radkal group. They are said to bo aa 
a result of this lack of home ties 
without recognized moral obligations 
and therefore an added menace to 
the country. The men lead a nomadic 
life, wandering about from camp to 
camp, leaving in their path a fright­ 
ened countryside. 
The membership of the Loyal Le­ 
gion of Loggers and Lumbermen is 
now approximately 50,000, according 
to their secretary’s report. 
At their 
Portland meeting recently they went 
on record as favoring collective bar­ 
gaining, the open shop and the eight- 
hour day.
